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Primula farinose L. subsp. modesta (Bisset & Moore) Pax is distributed in the 
Kuriles, Hokkaido, Honshu, Shikoku and S. Korea. The leaf of this species is very vari¬ 
able, but their leaf-forms are characteristic at the local level. This paper reports the 
divesion of the subspecies into six varieties according to leaf-form.
